That it was 
not. wise to gotoo far back, for great 
gtandsir was not an Andover mab, and 
was fetched by grandsir (his uncle as it 
turned out) from up country some-

©The first written constitution that has 
been found in the history of civilized 
nations’? was hastily drawn up and 
signed by forty-one, Nov. 21, 1620.

May and a son John were on board the 
Mayflower as she anchored on a Satur- 
day. Miles Standish had brought his 
wife Rose, William Mullins had a wife, 
son Joseph, daughter Priscilla and a 
hired man Robert Carter. Richard 
Warren, a son of Christopher Warren 
and Alice Webb. of Devonshire, left 
his wife who was a widow Mareh, (Eliz- 
abeth Jouatt) and she did not come 
ull 1628 with ‘her five daughters, one of 
whom, Mary, married Robert Bartlett 
in 1628, a gentleman who made the 
trip-with- her... Thomas Rogers brought 


brated Juhn who has been a substitute 
for “John at the stake” for a good 
many of his déscendants;--who--have. 
desired to adopt the Smithfield martyr., 
Thomas above may have been one of 
the ‘nine small children’? for aught I 
know. “Edward Fuller came with a 
wife Ann, a son Samuel and a brother 
Samuel, who left his third wife Bridget 
in Leyden, to be brought over in the 
Ann in 1623. Iam inclined to favor 
the elder Samuel, as the good Doctor 
Fuller, who came up to Salem to help 
us in an epidemic of influenza atthe 
start, and who did so much to influence 
the half reformed Puritans here to 
drop the ritual for a few generations at 
least. William Brewster is best known 
as the colleague of Robinson, an elder 
at Leyden, and the only minister in 
Plymouth for a long time, — being 
lodged in jail when on a visite to Eng- 
land for performing such; service and 
attending to the civil marriages of the 
colony. His wife Mary and eons Love 
and Wrestling came along. One lone- 
some Pilgrim was Degory Priest, who 
married Isaac Allerton’s sister Sara in 
Leyden and left her there when he 
She never saw. him again for 
he died on New Year’s day soon after 
landing. Sara married Cuthbert Cuth- 
bertson and with his assistance safely

TUCE ECONOMICALLY. 
By Mrs. Mary J. Lincoln. 

These wholesome and valuable vege- 
tables are in great demand at this sea-, 
son of the year. 

To many people they seem like luxu- 
ries, for the price is usually high, and 
they are of a perishable nature, Much 
of their substance is Wugted often from 
ignorance as to the best ways of keeping 
them, and of using some parts which 
are generally considered not edible.

best part of the stalk and spcils it for 
the table. Much of it is also brought to 
-market_before it is thoroughly blanched 
and is consequently bitter. In sélecting 
celery look fora bunch that is close and 
compact, rather than sprawling, and 
that has a quantity of fresh, blanched 
leaves, only half opened, and the stalks 
thick and firm. 

Remove the nails, cut off the root and 
trim off the hard outside part. The root 
if tender is very sweet in a salad, but if 
tough it may be used to flavor soup 
stock, 

Separate the stalks and wash them 
well, ‘but do not scrape them to remove 
the rusty portions, unless you are to use 
it at once, for scraping off the outer skin 
makes the'stalk decay more quickly. 

If the celery be wilted let it-remain 
in the cold water sometime. Lay aside 
the inrer stalks and the lower end of all 
that are white and tender, also aj! the 
yellow or blanched young leaves. Wren 
them ina wet napkin and put them in the 
refrigerator, or in a cold place where 
they will not freeze, and use these por- 
tion for salads, scraping them off before 
serving. They will xeep in the napkir 
fresh and crisp for a week or ten days, 
by changing the napkin occasionally. 

Cut the stalks into inch pieces, put 
them into boiling water and cook until 
tender, Then drain, reserving the wa- 
ter for soup or to drink as Celery tea, 
and serve the celery dressed with butter, 
salt and‘pepper, or with a white.sauce, 

The delicate yellow leaves of the cel- 
ery make one of the prettiest garnish- 
ings and may be used in place of lettuce 
as the basis.of salads. Cut them fine and 
mix them with an equal amount or more 
of sliced apple, moisten with a French 
or mayonnaise. dressing, and you will 
have a dainty and declicious salad. | -

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Eelip-e of the Moou. 


.The local weather ‘conditions were 
favorable for observing the eclipse of 
the moon Tuesday evening. Early in the 
evening there was a slight haze in the 
sky, but before 7 o'clock the air was 
clear and the eclipse plainly visible. 
The first contact.of the moon with the 


penumbra, or partial shadow between 
full light and total eclipse, was noted 
at 3.26 p. m.; .the first contact of the 
darker shadow at 4.39; from that time 
until the beginning of the actual eclipse 
at 5.49 the face of the moon became 
gradually indistinct, and at 6.34 it had 
entirely diasppeared.-From—that. mo- 
ment until the end of the actual eclipse, 
at 7.18, the face ef the moon was dark- 
ened by the shadow of the earth. The 
shadow was gradually dissipated, until 
at 8.28 it had passed from the face of 
the moon and’ only the penumbra re- 
mained which passed beyond the moon 
at 9.41. | 

In Cambridge the weather conditions 
were not very favorable, but cloudy 
weather did not deter the astronomical 
department at Harvard from! making 
observations, and Prof. E. C. Pickering, 
director of the observatory, with a 
corps of 15 assistants, had everything 
ready to take minute observations of 
the different phases of the eclipse. Tel- 
escopes of various kinds, visual and 
photographic had been placed in posi- 
tion to follow the course of the moon 
from the time of the first contact with 
the penumbra of the earth to the last 
moment of the contact. ’ 

The iargest telescope of the observa- 
tory: was placed. in charge of Prof. O. 
C. Wéndell, on whom rested the care 
of making the occultations from which 
the data of the eclipse are to be pre- 
‘pared, showing the pasage of the stars 
behind the moon. Thirty stars were to 
be occulted, but the clouds interfered 
with the work, and only. 15 occultations 
were obtained. None of these stars 
were of sufficient magnitude to be visi- 
ble to the naked eye, and the succegs of 
Prof. Wendell in obtaining so many oc- 
cultations was extremely satisfactory 
to the observers. 

The micrometic observations were in 
charge.of Prof. William H. Pickering, 
whe made a number of observations 
that will be used in corecting the data 
of the eclipse. I 

Photographic observations were taken 
by Prof. BE. 8S. King with the special 
telescopes devoted to that work. Not- 
withstanding that the clouds nterfered 
at he beginning of the eclipse. and 
toward the end he succeedded in getting 
a number of photographs that will be of 
great value-when developed in showing 
the different stages of the passage of 
the moon through the earth’s shadow. 
A number of exposures were made, and 
so far as could bé judged last night they 
were all satisfactory. The negatives 
will be developed and photographs 
printed from them to be sent to univer- 
sities and astronomical societies in this 
country and abroad. 
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GRIP HAS MANY VICTIMS. 
Epidemic which is. Raging in Big: Citics 
' also Prevails in Andéver. 

The grip has claimed :many victims in 
Andover and the contagion in town ig 
still raging. There is hatdly a household 
in town in which there is‘not some mem- 
ber afflicted with the mysterious malady, 

Many have refugéd to give in. to the 
disease and have manga to’ keep at = 
work despite the miseriés caused by their 
affliction. Many others haye had to give 
up their duties and seek the advice of a 
physidlan to prevent an attack of pneu- 
monia. ‘ 

Young and old have suffered and are 
suffering and are wondering what is the 
matter with them. The most they know 
about it is that they feel absolutely 
wretched. 

The street.car. force is badly crippled 
because of the prevalence of the grip and 
many spare men have had to be pressed 
luty service. Victims can be found in 
nearly every store in town and has spread 
among the school children. 

But What is the Grip ? 

People who have never had it are in- 
clineu to think it is merely a new name 
fur a commun cold. One writer playfully 
suggests that “evidently the thing to do 
is fur every one to becomea Christian 
scientist aud firmly believe that no such 
disease as the grip exists.” The fact is, 
however, that the disease has been known 
and described from the time of Hippo- 
crates, who was born in the year 460 b.U., 
and though its name has been changed at 
various periods, it has always been an 
epidemic catarrh, more or less severe, ac- 
cording to circumstances. 4 

In 1010 it was called “coccoluche,” be- 
cause the sick wore a cap close over their 
heads. Atterwards, the Italian physi- 
cians named: it “influenza,” and in later 
years the French doctors gave it the name 
of “1a grippe,” which is now anglicized 
into “tne grip’’—though it seems best to 
retain the French spelling tor the word 
when meaning this disease, 80 as to dis- 
tinguish it-trom other grips. It is known 
all over the world and there is a dispo- 
sition in every nation to shift the odium 
of it upon sume other country. ‘Then the 
Kussians call it the Chinese catarrh, the 
Germans often call it the Russian pest, 
the Ltajians name it the:German disease, 
and the Freuch call it sometimes the 
italian fever and sometimes the Spanish 
entarrh. . ue 

in December, 1880, tlieré Wwas~an~epi-——— 
demic of grip in New York, said to have 
been “caused by germs conveyed in a 
letter from Kussia'whicb was received by 
a patient vf an eminent up-town physi- 
cian.” The epidemic. lasted six weeks 
and was extremely severe, resulting in 
hundieus of deaths,, la Maren, 1891, it 
broke out again, and cuntinued eight 
weeks, aud the registrar of the heaith 
board says: ** While it was less impetuous 
1n its atiack and less speedy in its culmi- 
nation, its more pretracted duration made 
it the more fatal of ali the epidemics we 
have had. Since 1891 the severity of the 
disease has been gradually declining, al- 
though more or less prevalent every year. 

The largest number of deaths in any one 
year since 1891 was in 1895, In 1896 there 
was a decided remission, out an increase 
again in 1897. In 18v8, up to the present 
time there have been fewer deaths than 
in any previous year since the disease 
tirst appeared.”
